I M P O R T A N T TO S H IP P E R S . 


Texas Dem urrage and Storage Bureau 
Will Collect Local Penalty in Future. 
The local railway agents here have 
received notification of a change in 
the name of the Texas Gar Service 
association and an enlarging of the 
duties of the organization under tile 
new arrangement. 
After the first of 
January the association will be suc­ 
ceeded by the Texas Demurrage and 
Storage Bureau. 
The duties of the 
new organization will be to collect 
storage on local shipments of freight 
at the same rate as is now charged, 
where, as heretofore, the association 
has only collected overtime demur­ 
rage on carloads. 
Under the old ar­ 
rangement collections for local demur­ 
rage were made by the local freight 
agents. 
Nowr, however, payment will 
be made to the local freight agents, 
for the bureau, and if the local agents 
does not collect these charges the 
amount will be deducted from his (the 
agent’s) salary. 
It will he seen that the rules are 
not changed except as to their enforce­ 
ment. 
The free time of freight in the 
local freight houses is 72 hours. After 
that storage will be charged except 
where the parties to whom shipment 
is made reside five or more miles 
away from the station, then no storage 
charge can be made until after twenty 
days have elapsed. 
The rules of the new association will 
take effect oh the first day of Ja n ­ 
uary, 1909, and the local freight men 
will have no discretion whatever in 
their enforcement.
